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Sugar 


World  trade  (exports)  of  centrifugal  sugar  totaled  21.6  million  metric  tons 
in  1970.   This  was  an  increase  of  11  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  5.k 
percent  above  1968.  While  production  has  been  increasing,  consumption  in  the 
producing  countries  also  has  risen,  and  trade  over  the  last  decade  has  not 
shown  much  of  a  trend. 


The  1970  exports  of  sugar  increased  in  all  geographical  areas  of  the  world 
except  Oceania.   Cuba's  export  of  6.9  million  tons  was  the  primary  reason  for 
an  increase  of  32  percent  for  North  America.  Exports  from  South  America  were 
up  by  8  percent,  led  by  Peru's  recovery  in  trading  on  the  export  market. 
Total  exports  from  Asia  were  up  by  9  percent  in  1970.   There  was  a  sizable 
increase  from  the  Philippines,  and  exports  out  of  India  increased  threefold. 
Decreased  production  in  Australia  lowered  exports  from  Oceania  by  28  percent 
in  1970. 

Imports  of  sugar  in  1970  were  up  by  15  percent  from  1969  and  totaled  21.3 
million  metric  tons.   The  bulk  of  the  imports  were  into  North  America,  Europe, 
and  Asia.   The  United  States  was  the  leading  importer.   The  USSR  was  second, 
as  imports  more  than  doubled  from  the  previous  year.   This  reflects  a  large 
crop  in  Cuba.  Japan  was  in  third  place,  showing  a  substantial  increase,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  was  in  fourth  place.   The  only  other  country  near  the 
million  mark  was  Canada. 


In  1970,  North  America  sharply  increased  its  percent  of  exports  as  well  as 
its  total.  North  America  accounted  for  ^3.3  percent  of  total  exports  in 
1970,  compared  with  36.7  percent  for  1969.   The  sharp  1970  increase  was  caused 
primarily  by  exports  from  the  large  Cuban  sugar  crop.   Cuba  exported  6.9  mil- 
lion tons  in  1970.  Australia  dropped  to  third  place,  behind  the  USSR  which 
exported  1.5  million  tons  of  sugar.   The  only  other  countries  to  export  more 
than  1  million  tons  were  Brazil  and  the  Philippines. 

Cuban  exports  of  sugar  to  the  USSR  in  1970  amounted  to  3.1  million  metric  tons, 
compared  with  1.35  million  in  1969,  and  I.83  million  in  1968.   Cuba  substan- 
tially increased  its  exports  to  China  (Mainland),  East  Germany,  Japan,  and 
Malaysia.   There  no  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Yugoslavia  in  1970- - 
in  1969  they  amounted  to  U2,912  tons  and  67,360  tons,  respectively.  Exports 
to  Morocco  were  106,035  tons  in  1970,  compared  to  175,760  tons  in  1969. 

Exports  of  sugar  from  the  European  Community  (EC)  were  up  sharply  from  the 
rather  low  level  of  1969.   Imports  had  declined  by  163,000  tons,  so  the  net 
exports  were  806,000  tons  in  1970  compared  with  260,000  tons  for  1969.   Exports 
went  to  many  countries;  however,  Switzerland  was  the  only  country  to  take  more 
than  100,000  tons. 


Molasses 


World  imports  of  molasses  showed  a  big  increase  in  1970.   They  amounted  to  ap- 
proximately 5  million  tons,  compared  with  H.l6  million  tons  for  1969.   The  EC 
countries  showed  the  most  significant  increases.   There  also  was  a  substantial 
increase  for  Japan,  exceeding  the  1968  level  which  was  larger  than  1969.   Im- 
ports of  molasses  into  the  United  States  also  rose. 

The  bulk  of  the  inedible  molasses  entering  world  trade  is  used  for  livestock 
feed,  where  it  is  gaining  in  importance.  More  of  the  producing  countries  are 
using  it  for  this  purpose.
